The Or-
dinance Committee hearing on the recommendations of the Harvard Square NCD Study



Committee scheduled for mid-March was cancelled and has not been rescheduled. The
amendments to the Harvard Square Overlay District were adopted by the City Council in
February.

5. East Cambridge Conservation District Study. The Commission accepted the petition on Oc-
tober 3, 2019, initiating the one-year study period during which building permit applica-
tions are being reviewed by the CHC. The Study Committee convened in January but sus-
pended its meetings in March. | have asked the City Manager for permission to resume
with Zoom meetings on August 3. At the September meeting | will ask the Commission to
renew the study for another year.

Staff has been working on a report documenting the NCD process, the history of the neigh-
borhood, zoning and planning issues, and potential preservation and development goals.
Staff will share the draft report with the public and Study Committee members when
ECNCD public meetings resume.

March 2: Approximately 50 residents of East Cambridge and nearby neighborhoods at-
tended the third Study Committee meeting where CHC staff summarized the process thus
far and reviewed cases since the ECNCD Study commenced on October 3, 2019. Staff ex-
plained the process for establishing a goal statement, followed by a list of more specific
goals to frame future discussions and objectives for a potential conservation district. Brief
discussion occurred before the meeting was adjourned due to disruptive behavior.

March 7: CHC staff led a two-hour walking tour of the residential area of East Cambridge,
with approximately 20 members of the public attending. CHC staff detailed historic build-
ings and sub-areas of the neighborhood and answered questions on the design review pro-
cesses compared to what is allowable by zoning.

9. PreservationMass (Sarah Burks). No developments.
10. Dog Parks (Sarah Burks). We continue to resist efforts to sanction dog use at Longfellow Park.

11. Light Cambridge (Sarah Burks). We sent a report to the City Manager outlining measures to es-
tablish a Light Cambridge advisory committee that could carry out such a program. Updated the
Manager on 9/13/17. No developments.

12. African American History Project (Kit Rawlins). In FY2016, the City Council appropriated funds
for expansion of the African American Heritage Trail. Chandra Harrington volunteered to help
organize this project, which has CPA funding to replace five old deteriorated markers and install
five new ones in 2019. A new Black History Group, comprising around a dozen knowledgeable
volunteers, has emerged to work on this and other projects. The new markers will focus on sites
as well as individuals, including the Cambridge Community Center on Callender Street; the North
Cambridge Community Church on Walden Street and its pastor, Rev. Samuel Weems; Lewis-
ville, off Garden Street; The Dunbar Club on Franklin Street; and the Margaret Fuller Neighbor-
hood House on Cherry Street.

Cambridge Black Trailblazers bookmarks released, first in a series. Packets of seven bookmarks
were given to librarians in Cambridge elementary schools, who will share with young readers.
The bookmarks, also available at Cambridge public libraries, are the work of the Black History
Project, a small group of volunteers (including Chandra Harrington and Paula Paris). The first
batch celebrates seven trailblazers with strong ties to Cambridge: Roy Allen, one of television’s
first Black stage managers; Joyce London Alexander, first Black U.S. Magistrate Judge; Charles
LeRoy Gittens, first Black Secret Service agent; Gertrude Wright Morgan, a founder of the Niag-
ara Movement and NAACP; Henry F. Owens, founder of Owens Moving Company; Dr. Eliza-
beth Rawlins, educator and advocate for students of color; and Chef Leon West, member of the
African American Chef’s Hall of Fame. At least twenty more bookmarks are planned. For more
information, visit cambridgeblacktrailblazers.com. These seven Trailblazers are celebrated on
pole banners in Central Square and in the February 24" issue of Cambridge Day (www.cam-
bridgeday.com).
